EXCURSION ACCIDENT. 


Three Killed and a Large Nember 
Wounded. 


WILMINGTON, June 17.—A serious ac- 

cident occurred to an excursion on the 
Carolina Central Railroad. Several hun- 
dred excursionists we their way to 
Wilmington, North Car When two 
anda half miles this side of Silesville the 
locomotive, two flat cars, bag car 
and a second-class car were thrown from 
the track. Captain F. M. Wooten, con- 
ductor, was slightly hurt, Thomas Alder- 
man, express messenger, seriously hurt 
and three negroes killed and nine wound- 
ed.
